With his body wedged in the buggy In 
such a manner that his head bumped the 
ground and his face was kicked by the 
horse's hoof's, Henry, the 4 year old eon 
Dr. Louis Williams, of Mt. Wolf, York 
county, was injured when the horse be- 
ing driven by his father ran away. 
Dr. 
Wiliiams was driving on the pike when 
the animal took fright and ran through a 
tence into a field. The boy's body was 
jolted from the seat and fell over the dash- 
board, head downward. 
He was caught 
between the front axle and the body of 
the vehicle. 
In this position, with head 
striking the soft field, he was dragged for 
a considerable distance, the horse's hoofs 
on several occasions striking his face. Dr. 
Williams succeeded in bringing the ani 
mal to a standHtill. He got out of the bug- 
gy and was making an effort to free his 
SOD, when tho horse started on another 
daeh across the field. Dr. Williai^ was 
knocked to the ground and the boy's body 
falling, both were passed over by the bug 
gy, 
The boy was cut and bruised about 
the face, chest, head and legs, and would 
no doubt have been killed had it not been 
'or the soft ground of the field. Dr. Wil- 
iame escaped with a sprained left knee.

Einnielinp PanUhurst, presiilent 
of itie Women's Social and Political 
Union, and leader of the militant sul- 
fragettes, was round 
guilty in Lon 
don ol inciting other women to blow 
up 
the home of 
Chancellor 
David 
Lloyd-George at Walton Heath 
with 
bombs. 
She was sentenced to three 
years' penal servitude. 


In passing 
sentence Justice 
Lu«h 
scored Mrs. Pankhurst and the mili- 
tant suffragettes in general for their 
violence, which, he said, showed only 
contempt for law and order. 


As boon as the sentence was pro- 
nounced the women in the court room 
broke out in a chorus of "Shame!'* 
and "Outrage!" With Mrs. Pankliurst^s 
defiance 
to 
the 
judge, "I'll 
fiiihl! 
fight! 
fight!** 
still ringing 
in 
their 
ears, the suffragettes went wild. 


Standing on the scats they shrieked 
and shouted anathemas at the court. 
For three minutes they held full sway 
in the court room. 
The police were 
powerless. 
The judge's warning that 
he would commit the entire party of 
women to prison for contempt fell on 
deaf ears. 
The women mocked 
the 
judge and laughed at his threats, and 
they finally left the court room sing- 
ing the suffragette ^'battle song." Such 
a scene never before was witnessed at 
the Old Bailey. 
' 


Outside the court room the militant 
women defied the police. 
"Arrest us! 
Take us to jail! What do we care?" 
they shouted. The street crowd greet- 
ed the suffragettes with a 
mingled 
chorus of groans, hisses and boos. 


There is no possibility of Mrs. Pank 
hurst serving her sentence of three 
years. 
The suffragette leader will un- 
doubtedly 
be 
released 
under 
Home 
Secretary MceKnna's new bill permit- 
ting ticket of leave, which the suiTra- 
gettes have christened "the cat and 
mouse bill." 


Mrs. Pankhurst's closing address tc 
the jury lasted fifty minutes. Slie in- 
formed the court that she did not wi. h 
to call any witnesses. 
In her admires« 
she frequently wandered so far from 
the matter before the court that the 
judge censured her. 


Mrs. Pankhurst 
denied 
any 
u all 
clous Incitement, 
"Neither I nor the 
other militant suffragettes are wicked 
or malicloiis," she said. 
"^Vomen are 
not tried by their peers and 
these 
trials are an example of what women 
are guffering in order to obtain theli 
rights. 
Personally I have had to sur 
render a large part of my Income In 
order to be free to participate In the 
suffrage movement" 


Speaking with feeling, Mrs. Pank- 
hurst 
fiercely 
criticised 
man-made 
laws and said that the divorce law 
alone was sufficient to justify a revo- 
lution by the women. 


The sentence 
imposed upon Mrs. 
Pankhurst was th^ most severe evei 
meted out to a militant suffragette 
since the reign of violence began. 


Dying of Hunger in Woods; Kept Diary 


Lost in the mountain woods n^at 
Liberty. N. Y., and dying slowly from 
starvation and exposure, Horace Be?- 
ry, a salesman, of Springfield, Mass., 
wrote dally entries of his wanderings 
In his nolo book and addressed mes- 
sages to his wife. 


Berry was found unconscious four 
miles north of Liberty and brought to 
tho Liberty hospital, where he died. 
The entries about his sufferings in 
the 
mountains as scribbled 
in 
the 
notebook read: 


"My Dear Wife—I am dying. I left 
Dr. Willowemoo on Tuesday afternoon 
for LIberi> 
I tried to walk through 
the woods and make sales on the way, 
I have losi 
my way in the 
woods, 
God only knows if I can find my way 
out. 


"Wednesday: Have had only water 
to serve my n^pds totlav. Have called 
and called. 
Sun severed by clouds 
and I can't find my way out. 
Com- 
pany will care for you and the chil- 
dren." 


The last entry, evidently cut short 
by the man's failing strength, reads: 


"Thursday: Have been walking all 
night. Will write you la tt

AMERICAN KILLED IN DUEL 


Penna. In Line For Direct Senator Vote 


Pennsylvania joined 
the ranks of 
the 
states 
ratifying 
the 
proposed 
amendment to the United States con- 
stitution providing for the direct elec- 
tion of United States senators, being 
the thirty-fifth to fall In line. 


The Joint resolution ratifying the 
proposed 
amendment, 
which 
passed 
the house by a vote of 193 to 
sev- 
eral weeks ago, was passed by the 
state senate by a vote of 41 to 0. Sen 
ator McNichol, of 
Philadelphia, 
did 
not vote. 


• 


The vote of only one more state is 
needed 
to complete 
the 
ratification 
by three-fourths of the states neces- 
sary to put the amendment Into effect. 


The 
resolution was called up by 
Senator Herbst, and without a word 
of debate was put on final passage. 
Some senators did not realize what 
was before the senate. 
When 
they 
learned that it was the question of 
direct election of senators they has- 
tened to 
sure they were recorded 
for the resolution. 


Senator McNichol, of Philadelphia, 
Introduced 
a 
bill providing for 
the 
necessary machinery for the election 
of United States senators. It provides 
that senators shall be elected in the 
same manner as the governor. 
The 
governor shall have the right to fill 
vacancies until the following general 
election. 


If the amendment is ratifle4 Peun 
aylvanla voters will choose a UniieiJ 
States senator in the fall of 1914 to 
succeed Sen^itor Penrose. 


Rudolph Warren Falls at First 
Fire 
and Hannibal Mesa Flees. 


Rudolph Warren, aged 
tweniy-fivt 
years, son of Jere Warren, a wealthy 
American 
sugar mill owner, whom 
Hannibal Mesa, son of tho late TIrsc 
Mesa, admits shooting In a duel In 
Havana, Cuba, on Saturday morning, 
died. 


Mesa, v/ho caught a Ward liner from 
Havana for New York Immediately af 
ter the shooting, may bo arrested ou 
his arrival in New York, although the 
police have not yet begun to act, ow 
ing to the intervention of most pow 
erful inliupHces. It is deelaied 
that 
four Cuban congressmen 
witnessed 
the duel as seconds. 


Warren had previously had several 
physical encounters with Mesa. They 
were reputed to be rivals for a wo 
man's 
affections. As a result 
Mesa 
challenged Warren, which, according 
to the Cuban 
code, conferred 
the 
choice of weapons on Warren, 


The duel was at thirty-iive paces 
Warren fell at the 
first 
fire. 
Mesa 
was not harmed. Warren was taken 
to a hospital, where he made a state 
ment to the police that he had acci 
dentally shot himself while handling 
a revolver.

One of the 
curiosities of 
Africau 
trade» now far more uncommonly seen 
than formerly, is the ivory of the hip- 
popotamus. 
These 
teeth 
are 
much 
harder than those of the elephant, and 
for a long time were used for the man- 
ufacture of false 
teeth, which 
were 
skillfully carved from that 
material. 
Old Le Valllant remarks, in his Afri- 
can Travels, now more than 
a 
hun- 
dred years old: "It Is surprising that 
Europeans, 
especially 
Frenchmen, 
should make an article of 
commerce 
out of the teeth of the hippopotamus, 
for with the help of science they 
are 
made to replace our own, and we may 
see them flashing delightfully 
in 
tho 
mouth of a pretty 
woman." 
Science 
has found a better substitute for this, 
and the trade In hippopotamus 
teeth 
has fallen off. The making of sjamboks, 
or whips, from the hide is still a flour, 
ishing industry; and during the Boer 
war an enterprising genius sold many 
stripe of the thick hide, at a 
shilling 
apiece, to a train load of Canadian re- 
cruits, by calling the stuff "billtong"— 
that is, sun-dried beef.

Animals May Be Paid. 


Gettysburg, April 3. Therounty com 
missioners are preparing an estimate of 
the bounty owing to Adams county resi 
dents for the destruction of noxious uni 
mais under the net of April 10* 1907, in 
accordance with instructions received from 
State xUulitor General A. E. Lieson. 
Fif 
ty thousand dollars was appropriated for 
the purpose by the stiite but the money 
was all spent before the law was in effect 
very long. 
It is the purpose of the slate 
oilicials to have the preeont legislature ap 
propriate suilioient money to meet the de 
fìcrenoy» No claims are on file at present 
with the cnnimisMoners, but there is, no 
doubt, quite a number held by'jiistices of 
the peace and others in the various town 
ships and it is expected that provisions 
will be made for their pavmcnt 
All per- 
sons are advised to file their claims prompt- 
ly in the event they have noi already 
done so, in order that they may be rorog* 
nized. 
The act of ^>07 provides a reward 
or bobnty for the killing of certain nox- 
ious animals as follows : \Vil(lo4it $4 each; 
fox, $2 each; weasel or mink, $1 each.

The world is growing bPtter, 
because the world Is growing 
more Intelligent and, therefore, more 
humane. 
On the surface this 
may 
not appear to be a fact. We read ev- 
ery day of terrible things, of selfish- 
ness 
and brutality and 
wickedness. 
But it is to be remembered that as the 
world has progressed we have grown 
more thin skinned, more soft, more 
open to impressions of suffering and 
of wrong. 


Crime 
records 
and 
statistics 
of 
crime, prison population and similar 
data touch the pulse of the 
world's 
morality. 
We have nothing better on 
which to base our allegation of world 
improvement. 
The figures do not, on 
their surface, always appear to bear 
out the contention. 
Sometimes they 
seem to show the world standing still. 
But it is to be remembered that while 
the worst of them no more than stand 
still, a mass of other 
figures 
are 
marching forward. ,In general, there- 
fore, they show the world improving 


The United States census bureau, 
for instance, gives us some Interesting 
prison figures that show a change for 
the better during a period of fourteen 
years. The earlier figures are for the 
year 1890 and the later for 1904. 
At 
first 
glance the^ table 
given 
below 
would appear to show a remarkable 
decrease In the number of prisoners 
per 100,000 of population. 
But a large 
portion of the change is due to a 
difference in methods of enumeration. 
In the census of 1890 prisoners not yet 
sentenced were Included, but In the 
figures of 1904 these men are not in- 
cluded. 


Decrease Is Real. 


Military prisons and a few other 
small contributors to the earlier 
to- 
tals were also dropped. These changes 
must be considered, but even allowing 
for them, the decrease In the number 
of prisoners per 100,000 population In 
many states is interesting and helpful 
to those v/ho wish to feel that the 
world nioves forward. 


It may be suggested that a change 
in prison methods may account for 
the decreased number of prisoners in

ratio to population. 
Parole systems

Turn From Force to Ingenuity. 


They are giving up the crimes of 
brute force that bring little proiit and 
end In prison or on the gallows, and 
are taking up the crimes of ingenuity 
and profit. 
As intelligence is a sure 
etep toward better manhood it would 
seem to be plain that the crime rec- 
ords of the British must soon show 
noticeable improvement. 


Even as it is, the British figures are 
helpful to the advocate of the afiirma- 
tlve in "Resolved, That the world Is 
growing better." The average annual 
number committed for trial In Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland foi: the pe- 
riod 1690-1898 was 15,600; 
/or 1899- 
1901, 14.490; for 1902-1904. lt'..400; for 
19U5-19U7. 17,730; for 19U7, 18,3o0. 


When the growth In population is 
considered this showing is not an ar- 
gument for the negative. 
Si.^^ce 1883 


the numthsr per 100,000' of population 
of trials for assaults has decreased 
from 29S.5 to 143.1 in 1907. This de- 
crease has been stMidy and consist- 
ent. 
The ratio tried for drunkenness 
has decreased during the same period 
from 663.0 to 601.0.

show here also the tendency toward 
greater enlightenment» which moans 
more sympathy and practical help for 
the unfortunate. 


The census report of 1904 points out 
that of 4,207 benevolent Institutions 
enumerated in the United States only 
2.166 were known to have existed In 
1S90, 
Of the number In existenco in 
1904 2,004 were founded In the period 
1S904903. 
The number of hospitals 
was Increased S22; children's homes 
and orphanages, 377: homes for adults. 
356.--Now York Press. 


Such a change has occurred, of 
course, but. granting all that any one 
would claim for It In trying to account 
for the decreased number of prisoners.

In France, for instance, the prison 
population has decreased steadily. In 
the ye^r 1897 it was 33.790 and each 
year has been smaller until 1906, the 
latest for which figures are available, 
it was 23,490. A lessening in the rigid- 
ity of the laws has had something to 
do with this favorable showing, but u 
is a point worth uoticing that the de- 
crease Is shown In the number of 
long-term prisoners as well as in those 
who are sentenced 
for 
unimportant 
breaches of the law.

406,000 during the period 1897-1901,
